Joshua was chosen by ' 


Gort to lead the people, as Moses' time 
to depart had come. 


Lesson XI. In the cities of refuge 


God provided that revenge should not 
take the place of justice. 


Lesson XII. Before Joshua's death 


God through him set forth the condi- 
tions upon which the nation's welfare 
could be maintained, namely, whole 
hearted obedience to God and separa- 
tion from their wicked neighbors.
